ral accidents, Ah Madam, repl:es Don Garcias,

«be che Revenger of your quarrel; and be not ſhie 
« in employing upon any deſign you would hve 
< to be undertaken, a perſon who is no leſs ſenſible

Don Garcias ſaid this ro her, with an earneſt- 
neſs, which ſarish'd Exgerra, that rhe Compaſſion 
was not ſo great a$ the Love he ſeem'd to have for 


hers 
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her,.$he- made the-moſt obliging acknowledomems , 
of his kindnefſes which her civilicyand graticude 
could inſpire ber with.; and further nereared him 
torake-che pains eo g0 0nce more to her houſe to be 


_ nore-parcicularly inform'd of what was ſaid con- 


cecning her departure and the death of Doz Lewis, 
He got thither, as they were carrying ro priſon 
Don Sancho, his ſervants, and chofe of Dox Lewis, 
who had taken their oaths char their Maſter had 
been in love wich Ewgezza. The common. door, 
which was found open, and Doz Sazcbo's dagger 
fill bloudy, gave much ſuſpicion of his being guil- 
ry of his brother's dearh, whereof he was no leſs 
innocent than troubled ar it, The ſudden departure 
of his wife, and her taking away her Jewels and 
mony, pur him into ſuch an amazement, as out of 
which he could not recover himſelf, and troubled 
him more than his impriſonment and the procee- 
dings of Juſtice againſt him. Dex Garc:ias was in 
much impatience ro give Exgema an account of 
theſe things : but 1c {ſo happened he could noc do 
It ſoſoon as he wiſh'd. Meeting in the (treer with 
a friend who had ſome buſineſs with him, he kept 
bim a good while in diſcourſe not far from his 
own lodging : and, as unlucky forrune would 
have it, over againſt that of Andrado, whence he 
ſaw coming out a ſervant, beoted, carrying a Potr- 
mantue, He follow'd him at a diſtance accompa- 
n''d by his friend ; and having obferv'd his going 
tothe Poſt-houſe, he went in afrer him, and found 
him raking up chree horſes, robe made ready wich- 
in half an hour, Dox Garczas ſuffer'd him to 90 
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his Ways, and beſpoke rhe ſame number of horſes 
co be ready atthe ſame time. His friend asV'd 
him whar he meant to do with them ? he promig' 
ro tell him if he would ge along with him : where. 


to the, other conſented, withour troubling himſelf 


any further what his defign might be. Do» Garcus 
entreated him to go and pur on t1s Boots, and ex- 
e& him ar the Poſt-houſe, while he. cook a turn to 
bis lodving. .

They thereupon parted, and Don G arcias Went 
to Engena, to acquaint her wich what he knew 
of her affairs, and ro give his Landlady, a woman 
chat miyghc ſafely be cruſted with a ſecrer of that 


importance, order to ger Engema cloaths and all | 


things neceſſary, that ſhe mighc be convey'd that 
very. night into a Convent, whereof che Abbe 
was her kinſwoman and very much her friend, 
Having ſo done, he whiſper*d his Lacquey in the 
ear, and bid him carry to rhar friend's lodging 
whom he a little before parted with, his riding ſur 
and boots : and having entreared his Landlady to 
be very careful of Exgema, and to keep her from 
the fight of all people, he went co his friend, and 
ſoon after along wich him to the Poſt-houſe, where 
they hadnot been long ere Azdrado came atſo. Do 
Garciasask'd him which way he travell'd? he made 
anſwer, ro Sevz/. Then one Poſt-boy will ſerve us 
both, ſays Don Garcias to him. Andrado Ws 
content, and haply look'd on Dox Garcras and his 
friend, no otherwiſe thin as two ſimple Cullies, 
whoſe mony_ he thought ſo far due to him, as that 
he wout{d not have given much to enſure its " 
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left Y ailladolid all rogether, and rode on a good 
while nor thinking of any thing bur riding , 
there being indeed bur litcle converſation berween 

ople har ride Poſt. Ac laſt coming into a Cham- 
pian far from any Houſes, Do» Garcias thought ir 
a place fit for his Deſign, Herid a little before,and 
rurning about of a ſudden, he bid Azdrads Rand. 
Andrado asked him his meaning. © My intenti- 
« ons are, replied Don Garcias, to fight with you, 
« to revenge,if I can,the quarrel of Exgen:a,whom 
« you have injur'd beyond all hope of torgiveneſs, 
« jm:creating her after the baſeſt and moft unwor-» 
« thy manner, that could poſſibly fall into the 
<« imaginarion'of a perſon of quality, I am nor 
« ſorry for what I have done, replies Andrado with 
&« much confidence, net ſeeming to be in the leaSt 
« ſurpriz'd at the accident , bur you may haply re- 
« pent your forwardneſs to do what you are now 
«© engag'd in, He was a perſon that had Valour 
he alighred ar the ſame time with - Don Gar- 
cias, there having no more words paſs'd between 
them 3 and they had their Swords ready to fall 
on : when Doz Garcias's Friend tells them, they 
ſhould nor fight withour him, and profer'd co 
meaſure his Weapon with Azdrado's man, who 
was a fellow whom his countenance and propor- 
tion would not have betray'd for a Coward. An- 
d-ado proteſted, chat though he had ro his Second 
the greateſt Gladiator in all Spaiz, he would not 
fight otherwiſe than ſingly one co one. His man 


-not much minding the proteſtation of his Maſter, 


roteſted for his own part, that he would nor fiehe 


wich 
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with any man upon any tearms at all,, $0 that Doy 
Garcias's Friend was forc'd ro be onely a Spe&a- 
cor, or God-facher to che'Combatantrs, which is no 
new thing in Spazz. The Duel laſted not long : 
Heaven was pleas'd to favour the jul Cauſe Doy 
G arcias-was engag'd in, fo far, as that his Adver- 


ſary making ar him with greater violence than 


$þill, run upon his Weapon, and fell at his feer 
with loſs of blood and lifes. Azdrads's man, and 
che Poſt-boy, as fearful one as the. other, caft 
themſelves at Dorn Garcias's feer, who intended 
them not- any hurt, He commanded Andrads's 
man to open rhe Porcmantue, and to take out of it 
all his Mafter had raken from Exgen:a, He imme- 
diarely obey'd, and deliver'd ro Don Garcias, a 
Mantle, a Gown, and Coat , all very rich, and a 
lictle Cabinet, whereof the weighe diſcover'd it 
was not empty, The fellow found the Key of it in 
his Maſter's Pocket, and gave it Doz Garcras, who 
chereupon diſmiſſing him, told him he might diſ- 
poſe of his Maſter's body as he pleas'd, and 
chreatened he would be the death of him, if ever 
he were ſeen at YVa!lladolid. He commanded rhe 
Poſt-boy nor to come into che City till after night, 
and promis'd him he fhould find ar the Poit-houſe 
the rwo Horſes he and his Friend had raken up, I 
am apt to believe he was punRually obey'd by 
theſe ewo perſons : who thought chemſelves yery 
much oblig'd ro him, 'thirt he had nor kill'd chem 
as he had done Andrado.

- Doy 
Garcias went to his Lodging, where: be found 
Eugenia put into ſuch cloaths as his Landlady had 
provided for her ; ſuch I believe as were taken up 
at the Brokers ; for in Sparz perſons of - very good 
quality chink ir no diſparagement to cake -up 
cloaths, and ro furniſh their Houſes that way, no 
more than other people of leſs account. He ſecret- 
ly return'd Exgerra her own Cloaths and Jewels, 
and gave her an account after whar manner he was 
reveng'd of Azdrado. The Relation: be made to 
her wrought in her a compaſſion for the unfortu- 
nate end of a perſon whom ſhe had dearly lov'ds 
and, the thought of her being the *occafion of ſo 
many Tragical accidents, cauſing in her no lels 


affliQion than the remembrance of her own mis- 
fortunes, 
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fortunes, ſhe fell a weeping as bitterly as ar an 
time before. | , 
But what added not a lictle to her affli&ion, 
was,. thar Proclamation had been made that day 
all over YVa:/ladol:d, prohibiring all perſons to en« 
certain Exgenia, and that whoever brought tidings 
of her ſhould have ewe. hundred Crowns. This 
made her reſolve to ger 'inco a Convent ſo ſoon as 
ſhe could.” She paſs'd away that night in Dox Gar- 
tias's Chamber with as lirtle cranquillicy- as the 
precedent.” The next morning at break of day he 
went: to that Superiour of the Convent, wha was 
a" Kinſwoman- of Emgema's : who, notwithſtand- 
ing the Proclamation, promis'd to receive her, and 
to keep her undiſcover'd as mnch as lay in her 


power. i Having left her, he went and took upa 


Coach, and order*d ic to wair for him art a place 
not much frequented near his Lodging, whither he 
conduked Engema, accompanied by his Landla- 
dy. The Coach brought rhem to a place they had 
appoinced the Coach-man to Rop ar, where they 
alighred, char he might have no knowledge of che 
Convent, whither Exgenia was to retire, She was 
kindly enterrain'd by her Kinſwoman ; Don Gar- 
cias's Landlady took lerwe of her, and went to 
inform her ſelf what poſture the affairs of Dox 
Sanxcho were in. She underſtood it wenr hard with 
' him, and thar there was ſome talk of purring him 
to the Rack. Don Garcias 2ave an account of all 

afſages ro Exgenia, who was ſo troubled to ſee 

er Husband in danger co ſuffer fer a crime he had

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her ſelf into the hands of Juſtice, Don Garcras 
perſuaded her co forbear a while, and advis'd her 
rather co write to the Judge, to acquaint bim that 
ſhe onely could give an account of the murther of 
Dox Lewis. The Judge, by good fortune chanc'd 
cobe of ſome Kin to her, came to ſpeak with her, 
rogerher with others that were to be his -Afliftancs 
inthe trial of Do Sancho. Exgema confels'd that 
ſhe had kill'd Doz Lewis : gave thema particular 
relation of che juſt motive ſhe had to engage her 
ſelf in an aRon chat ſeem'd ſo violent 1n a Wo- 
man, omitting norhing of whar had paſs'd berween 
Don Lewis and her ſelf ; whar concern'd the love 
of Andrado, onely excepred. Her confeſſion was 
written dowp, and a report thereof was made to his 
Catholick Majeſty ; who, raking into confidera- 
tion the greatneſs of Do» Lewis's crime, the juſt 
reſenement of Emgema, her courage and procedure 
thereupon, the innocence of Dex $axcho and. his 
Servants, ſer them ar libercy ;- and, upon rhe 1n- 
rreaties of che whole Court mediating oty-her. be- 
half, granred Exgemia her pardon. Her Husband 
Was not diſpleas'd at her for the dearh of his Bro- 
ther, and, it may be, loy'd her the better for whac 
ſhe had done.

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He forc'd the Convent ; carried: away Exugema, 
and that unfortunate Lady was to become the prey 
of th2 moſt worthleſs perſon in the World, if 
Heaven: had not Rtrangely reliev'd her, when ſhe 
leaſt look'd for ir. One fingle perſon, who, upon 
the cries of Exgen:a,mer the Raviſhers,for©dthem 
to a ſudden halt, and charg'd with ſo much valeur, 
char, upon the firſt meeting, he wounded Dox Die. 
go and divers of his Complices, and kepr them in 
action till che Cirizens making head, and ſeconded 
by rhe Officers of publick Juſtice, had reducd 
Don Diego and his party to thoſe extremiries, that 
chey __ eirher be kill'd or taken. 
Thus was Exgena reſcu'd ; but before ſhe would 
be conduRed back to her Convent, ſhe would needs 
know who thar gallant Perſon was, who had fo 
generouſly expos'd his Life to ſerve her.
